Utopia
was, as described by Sir Thomas,
an 'island where the inhabitants
lived together in joint ownership

\ifsed the word communist, or com-
munity interest, had " he written
today is a mere guess..
Government

The machfnery of their govern-
ment ‘was simple; they annually
elected a man 'who was known as
the syphrogrant, who in turn voted
for a prince, mominated by the
people, ‘who ruled for life over his
city. Qver the prince was a king
who also ruled for life. ~These
last-' held office uniess convicted
‘of tyranny: or treason. ¢
The syphrogrants had each a
Jittle' domain: of 30 .families, who
worked and lived together, par-
took of meals in one room, and
ane table over which presided the
syphrogrant from a raised table
for four at which . sat the priest
also, if he were in the vicinity.
The inhabitants had a six-hour
day for working, they went to bhed
at eight, There were many holi-
days, for there was no reason for
the populace to work if the coffers
were full.

Significance ;
the revival
Utopian movement is significant
not for the number of members
for that might depend upon the
{nterest taken always in secret,
or so-called secret, organizations
instead of a complete understand-
ing of prlnclpleé) but as a move-
ment it has a significance. that
should ‘serve as a warning to pro-
fesslonal politiclans,  Does it not
mean that you and I want to have
something to say not only about
which of two men we can vote for,
but also about what men are pre=
sented for approval.
